9 or radon progeny ke testing shall, within 45 days after the
10 testing, report to his or her client the results of the
11 testing. In addition, if the client is not the owner or
12 occupant of the building, a person shall report to the owner or
13 occupant upon request. To the extent that the testing results
14 contain information pertaining to the medical condition of an
15 identified individual or the concentration of radon or radon

16 progeny in an identified dwelling, information obtained by the
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Agency pursuant to this Act is exempt from the disclosure
requirements of the Freedom of Information Act, except that the
Agency shall make the information available to the identified
individual or the owner or occupant on request.

If the results of any radon or radon progeny test indicate

a level of radon in excess of 4 picocuries per liter, the

person performing the radon or radon progeny test must notify

the county health department and the municipality in which the

test was performed of the test results within 60 days after the

test is performed.
